jthey leave Upland immediately 
and do not return.” 


Mr. Mehl said that at present 
no provisions have been made for 
taking care of the transients. He 
indicated, however, it is likely 
some federal or county project 
will result in establishment of a 
work camp. Such a camp would 
provide the men with work and 
food. 

San Bernardino county 
operating with other California 
counties in checking the state 
border and in seeking to prevent 
;coming into the state persons 
whose only aim in coming to Cal- 
ifornia is to ‘‘mooch” off the pub- 
lic.
